A BLOW TO GERMAN INDUSTRY. 

BERLIN, May 11.—The Russian Government 
has decreed that all merchants in Posen hav-_ 
ing commercial intercourse beyond the 
sian frontier must pay the taxes of the Russian 
Merchants’ Gulld and obtain a license from 
the Russian Minister of Trade. The semi-of- 
ficial press, in ite comments on 
this and the new Russian duties 
on metals, displays great indignation. 
The Cologne Gazette says: This course con- 
stitutes a crushing blow to German industry, 
and is also a blow in the face to the previous 
Russian policy and the policy of its present 
official leaders.

One of the papers has recently announced 
that the Queen hag sent a message to a lady, 
who was divor from her husband a few 
years ago, but. was perfectly blameless, and 
whose position excited general sympathy, 
that her Majesty is prepared to receive her at 
court. There is no truth in the statement. 
The rule that divorced ladies cannot either 
attend or be presented at court is rigor- 
ously enforced. The Queen was exceed- 
ingly anxious to relax this regulation in 
cases where the lady’s conduct had been 
unexceptionable, but after advice had been 
taken it was decided that it would be injudi- 
cious to make any exceptions. A few years 
ago most desperate efforts were made in the 
highest quarters to pass a well-known lady, 
who had divorced her first husband under 
somewhat sensational circumstances. But 
they failed, tothe great discomfiture of the 
lady who had deemed herself so certain to re- 
ceive the magical cards that she had not only 
ordered her dresses, Dut had exhibited them 
to her many friends. 

ROYAL STINGINESS. 

Considering the attention which the Queen 
pays to the details of the Court Circular, al- 
ways editing it herself after any function of 
importance, itis rather surprising that her 
Majesty does not remunerate her newsman @ 
little better, instead of leaving him to be paid 
by the daily papers. I believe that theamount 
contributed by the Queen towards the salary 
of this functionary is about $150 a year; and 
Mr, Beard, who had filled the office to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the court for nearly forty 
years, did not receive anything whatever on 
his retirement. The fact is that royal liberal- 
ity is only experienced either when the obli- 
gation can not possibly be got rid of or else 
when the gift can be flaunted far and wide. 
Even when the Queen sends a few pheasants 
or a bundle of old linen to any hospital there 
is an ostentatious paragraph announcing the 
gift.

Since the inauguration of the midnight mail 
collections Postmaster Hyde’s experiment has 
met with varied criticism. Considering the 
fact that he, personally, has nothing whatever 
at stake, and that there is some reason to be- 
Heve that he ig not naturally s heart 
lesa monster in human form, some of 
the criticlams on the innovation appear 
rather severe, It has been charged that the 
experiment works unnecessary bardships on 
the carriers. Among the communications re- 
ceived by the PosT-DIsPATCH on this subject

St. Louis, May 9. 


Concerning this complaint Postmaster Hyde 
was asked to-day, and said: 
THE POSTMASTER’S REPLY. 

The collections of mall matter made be- 
tween ll and 12 0’clock at night were started 
as an experiment, to see if sufficient public 
benefit would result to justify the permanent 
establishment of the plan. At frst 
the trial was made in com. 
peramesty small district, east of Ninth street, 

regular collectors who are not required to 
make deliveries. For this new work deduc- 
tions were made from the time of the mornin 
collections, tso that whereas collectors ha 
been obliged to start out at say 6 
o’clock in the morning they were now 
required to begin at abont 9 o’clock. The 
g uccess and importance of the late collections 
in this district were developed at once; and 
the men, guick to see the public advantage, 
performed the work with prompt and cheerful 
avidity. As rapidly as practicable the territory 
of the late collections was extended, and this 
involved the detailing of menfor the special 
service who, before then, had made deliveries 
only. It there were any complaints on the 
part of the carriers they were not made known 
to the superintendent in charge.. On the con- 
trary, the greatest alacrty was exhibited, and 
all seemed to feel an interest in this 
improvement of tne service. It is not true 
that all of the 200 carriers are engaged in the 
night collegtions. . 5 very large part of the 
territory within the Post-office delivery it is not 
expected ge attempt so carry on the plan with 
the present force. The number en- 
gaged in the night collections ig thirty- 
but each man is on duty 
only every fifth night, or such a matter. Not 
having to wake the collection made at 6 
o’clock for the morning malle, hee goes to 
work on the delivery at about 7:30 o’clock, so 
that his saving in time in fiVe days would 
about equal seven hours, as against the hour 
or less spent in the late collection. 

The statement that men have brought their 
blankets te the office in order to snatch a little 
sleep,’ ete., is nonsenee. For the outside 
digtricts the collections are brought to named 
rendezvous and conveyed hither by special 
arrangement. 

The collections of mail matter now night 
amount to about 20,000 letters, postals an 
circulars, considerably more than half being 
letters. Ot this amount over one-third goes 
out by the fast mall, West, at 38 
o’sclock in the morning. It looks 
as though the Post-office management would 
be very derelict if it did not provide a general 
collection for this important mail. The latest 
collection from the street boxes was formerly 
atSo’clockinthe afternoon. Letters posted 
after 6 p. m. Saturdayfor, say Dallas, Tex., 
reached there at 6:45a. m. Tuesday. Now they 
get there Monday morning at the same hour, So 
with reference tothe mall going East. A letter 
for Pittsburg, posted after ¢ 17 m. Saturday, 
formerly reached there at 7:15 p. m. Monday; 
now, at 7a. m. Monday, a — equivalent toa 
whole business day. This shows what the 
Postmaster’s duty is to the oustomers of his 
office in the line referred to. 

The carrier’s lot is not in all respects a happy 
one, itis true. In the heat of summer and the 
cold of winter he makes his rounds, and at ail 
times has the kind encourgement of the pub- 
lic. But he bas a partial relaxation 
on Sundays and holidays, and the 
Government provides him with a 
fortnight’s vacation in each year, which is not 
allowed to clerks in the mailing division, who 
assort and separate his letters for him. At the 
last examination there were 140 applicants for 
positions as carriers, showing there is an 
abundance of material to take the place of 
those retiring. 

But it is hoped to evolve from practical tests 
of this business of collecting mail matter a 
system that will be entirely satisfactory to the 
carriers in respect to their hours of work, and 
atthe same time meet the demands of the 
— — Some patience may be needed 
before such asystem can be perfected—pa- 
tiene, which has been called 'the passion of 
great souls.“ 

Mr. Hyde was also asked 9 — the 
charge that the experiment had interfered with 
the delivery of the day maiis, One of these 
complaints was traced to a discharged carrier. 
The statement, he said, was untrue, as the 
letters 3 at 7:30 a.m. were delivered 
as usual.

THE CIVIL COURTS, 


NO DIVORCE GRANTED WHERE BOTH 
PARTIES HAVE BEEN IN FAULT. 


The Cireuit Judges Determined to Strictly In- 
terpret the Statutes—The Malone Case 
Dismissed To-Day—Judge Lubke on Justi- 
fication in Libel—The Late Judge 
Heorner’s Bank Account — Mrs. Albers’ 
Petition for Release—An Irishman’s Mo- 
tion for a New Trial—New Suits Filled. 


Judge Barelay to-day rendered a decision 
disposing of the Malone divoree case, which 
was recently heard at intervals. Theevidence 
showed asorry condition of domestic affairs, 
the parties winding up their frequent 
quarrels with hard slapping and beat 
ing on both sides. It was a difficult 
case to determine and Judge Barclay says: 
Without determining any other question at 
issue in the case, the Court, after due con- 
sideration of the evidence, is of the opinion 
that the plaintiff is not sufficiently free of 
blame in respect of her actions toward her 
husband as to justify a decree of divorce in 
her favor, under the statute, which requires 
herto be aninnocent and an injured party. 
The petition is accordingly dismissed, and the 
cross-bill is dismissed for similar reasons. 
The plaintiff is allowed $50 for the expenses of 
the proceeding, to be taxed as costs, and all 
costs are taxed against the defendant.’’ 


The Glover Libel Suit. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision 
overruling the demurrer to the answer in the 
libel suit of Congressman John M. Glover 
against the publishers of the Republican. The 


ublication complained of had reference to the 

ankruptey of John E. Love in which 
Mr. Glover was the assignee, and the 
article contained a comment of Chancellor 
Turner of Alabama, relative to security for 
the withdrawal of assets from that jurisdic- 
tion. The plaintiff charged that the publica- 
tion in the way it was made was false, garbied 
and incorrect, and that the publishers meant 
to charge dishonesty. The answer admitted 
the publication, but denied that it was made 
through malice or with the intent to injure 
Mr. Glover, and denied that it was intended to 
charge dishonesty. 

The Court holds that the demurrer to this 
answer must be overruled because it attacked 
the entire answer and not simply that portion 
which admitted that the publication was true. 
While the first portion of the article was com- 
plimentary to Mr. Glover, N. the con- 
cluding portion, which referred to him as 
assignee, was calculated to bring him into 
contempt among business people and there- 
fore his petition for damages stated a good 
cause of action. 

On the question of the insufficiency of the 
plea of justification set up the court holds that 
the demurer entered by Mr. Glover ought to 
be sustained. The publishers in this case 
should have pointed out the particular items 
of the assignee’s course in thé execution of 
his trust, which would justify the conclusion, 
the publication of which is complained of, 
The case is specially set for trial to-morrow. 


The Horner Bank Account, ° 


An agreed cage has been entered in the Cir- 
cult Court involving aclaim of the estate of 
the late Judgee Horner of the Circuit Court 
against the Commercial Bank. The late Judge | 
kept a deposit account at the Oommercial 
amounting at one time to $1,108. At the time 
of his death it had been reduced to $682, and 
when Public Administrator Tittmann at the 
request of the widow took charge of te 
he demanded the balance due the estate. The 
bank paid over $382, but contended that it was 
entitled to hoid $300 in respect of two notes 
signed by the late Judgeand A. L, Priest and 
discounted for the Judge’s accommodation a 
short time before his death. The Public Ad- 
ministrator —— that the Judge’s estate is 
insolvent, and itis desirable that the Court 
should determine who is entitled to the bal- 
ance of $300 aforesaid.
